SEVEN CONVICTS ESCAPE 
IN THE EXCITEMENT 


Explosion of Oil Lamp in Pris- 
oner’s Cell Caused Fire---In- 
tense Excitement Followed 
Fire Alarm---Many Prisoners 
Were Sleeping --- Coolness of 
Guards Prevented Holocaust. 


Milledgeville, Ga., October 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fire tonight shortly after 9 
o'clock destroyed the main building 
of the.state prison farm. Two hundred 
and six male prisoners were confined in 
the building. None were injured. 5even 
male prisoners escaped in the excite- 
gnent. : 

The fire was caused by the explosion 
of an oil in the cell of a pris- 
oner. 

The flames spread quickly and a mad 
rush for exits followed. With coolness 
the guards let the prisoners into the 
corridors, the majority of them being 
confined in their cells. 

More than a hundred men 
asleep, and the majority of the others 
were preparing for bed. 

Convicts Exhibited Great Courage. 

The convicts exhibHMd great courage 
and those awake when the conflagra- 
tion broke. out materially assisted the 
guards in waking the others and as- 
sisting them to places of safety. 

Seeing that effort to extinguish the 
flames would avail nothing, the guards 
directed their efforts in removing the 
convicts from the rapidly burning 


building. 
As the fire drove the men before it,

Reeling and staggering from per- 
haps fatal wounds and dazed by the 
rain of bullets from the weapons of 
three highwaymen who had sought to 
rob his place of business, “Pat’’ Land- 
ers, bartender in the near beer saloon 
of J. B. Matthews, of 641 Marietta 
street, opened fire on his assailants 
with a revolver hastily jerked from 
under the counter, and then followed 
them as they retreated to the door, 
where he fell to the floor unable to 
move. 

The hold-up, one of the boldest in 
the history of Atlanta, occurred at 
10:30 o’clock last night. 

Three rough-looking white men, en- 
tering the.saloon when there was not 
a customer present, commanded Land- 
ers, a man 560 years old, to throw’ up 
his hands at their command. 

When he failed to do so all three of 
the desperadoes opened fire on him, 
one bullet entering his left cheek, an- 
other ploughing across his forehead 
and a third entering the abdomen.

made, but percentage of decay found 
in this portion alone applied to the 
entire carf®o. It is now claimed that 
frequently the rebates thus allowed 
were excessive. 

Rebates on lemons are said to rep- 
resent the greatest loss and unofficia 
estimates of the amount turned from 
the treasury on this item alone, since 
the McKiniey tariff law became ef-

Great Feat by Wright 
Team at Belmont Park. 


New York, October 27.—Such are the 


caprices of October weather 


the Wright team of aviators, went up 
for altitude at Belmont park this after- 
noon and brought down the record of 
the day for distance. 

The fifth day of the international 
aviation meet opened full of promises 
and closed in a howling gale that fill- 
ed the air with whirling autumn 
leaves, slammed down benches in the 
grandstand, ripped out the canvas 
screens that bar the view of those 
who have not paid, but hope to gaze, 
and sent such a cloud of dust around 
the track that the flare lamps had to 
be lighted outside the hangars for the 
mechanics to find their way about. It 
was a furious end to a day of post- 
poneménts, disappointments and scat- 
tered feats of the most daring air- 


manship *«yat have yet been shown to:

No One Would Dare Wind. 
Officially, flights for the Gordon 
Bennett elimination trials, to pick an 
American team which shall defend the 


international trophy won at Rheims 


last year by Glenn J. Curtiss, opened, 
at 9 o’clock this morning, but nobody!

Quebec, October 27.—Alan R. Haw- 
ley and Augustus Post, the heroes of 
the greatest balloon flight on record, 
arrived here tonight, after an experi- 
ence that was more trying than earlier 
reports indicated, mightily pleased 
because the cup for which they con- 
tested remains in America. The first 
day after leaving the America II, at 
the end of their journey on the banks 
of the Peribonka river, Mr. Hawley’s 
leg was injured so badly that he was 
laid up for several hours, and he has 
not yet entirely recovered. 

The arrival of the aeronauts was 
made the occasion of the first formal 
welcome back to civilization of the 
men who for several days were thought 
to be lost in the dense forests of 
northern Canada. _ 

Supply of Food Short. 

After resting until 11 o’clock, Messrs. 
Hawley and Post resumed the journey 
to New York. They will arrive in 
Montreal tomorrow morning and will 
take the first available train for New 
York city. 

“There never was a time,” said Mr. 
Hawley stonight, |\‘“‘when I considered 
that our lives were actually in danger, 
but our supply -of food was very short 
and 1 eonsider we were.very fortuaate 
in reaching the cabin in the wood when 
we did. Taken altogether, it was not 
a disagreeable experience by any 
means, and, best of all, the cup for 
which we made the flight, remains at 
home.” 

From the date handed to Lewis 
Spindler, as a representative of the 
St. Louis Aero Club, and the accounts 
of the journey given by Messrs. Haw- 
ley and Post tonight, it ig plainly in- 
dicated that the America II was fa- 
vored in catching the eastward sweep 
of the gale immediately after cross- 
ing the chain of great lakes and -en- 
tirely escaped the center of still air, 
which becalmed several of the con- 
testants.

Judge Berney Makes Import-

Miraculous Escape. 

The escape from death of young Up- 
church and the Owens negro was noti- 
ing short of miraculous.

It was thought. at 
the time he was dug out he was dead, 
but he regained consciousness almost 
immediately, and seemed little the 
worse for his adventure. 

Young Upchurch was also completely 
burieqd with the exception of a smazil 
portion of his forehead. The dirt was 
aimost immediately dug from about 
his head, however, and it was a ques- 
tion of only a few minutes before he 
had been placed in a hurriedly-sum- 
mone@d ambulance and carried to the 
hospital, where he received medical] at- 
tention.

Rescuers Work Frantically. 


The noise of the cave-in attracted 
the attention of hundreds of peopie 
who were in the vicinity at the time, 
and the work of roscuing the victims 
was begun within thirty seconds after 
the catastrophe. Upchurch was the 
first to be rescued since he was near- 
est the surface, The Owens negro, the 
only other survivor, was buried several 
feet deep, and the rescuers had practi- 
cally given up hope of finding him 
alive when his body was reached. He 
vas unconscious at ths tims, but ra- 
vived almost immediately and walked 
toethe waiting ambulance. 

The rescuers did not abate their ef- 
forts when these two were found to bs 
alive, but it was almost an hour before 
the other bodies were dug out. Their 
condition showed that the negroes had 
been instantly crushed to death. The 
head of one of these was mashed en- 
tirely off and had not been found late 
in the afternoon.

The accident had 
been witnessed by a number of people, 
and the officials found substantial evi- 
dence to the fact that Mr. Perdue had 
warned the workmen against going 
near the wall.

LEMON SHIPPERS 


st. Paul, Minn., October 27.—Judges 
Vandeventer, Sanborn and Adams, in 
the United States circuit court, today 
handed down an order restricting t 
interstate commerce commission from 
putting into effect a reduced rate on 
lemons from southern California to the 
Atlantic seaboard. The opinion further 
states that the case is one which will 
shortly go to the newly-created com- 
merce court, which must render the 
final decision in the case. 

The lemon rate case was brought by 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe and 
other railroads against the 
commerce commission. An application 
for an interlocutory injunction was 
argued before Judges Sanborn, Vande- 
venter and Adams last week. 

The lemon rate witich is challenged 
by the railroads is what Is Known as a 
blanket rate of $1 a hundred pounds 
for the transportation of lemons 
carloads from southern California to 
any point between the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the Atlantic seaboard. The 
present rate is $1.55 a hundred. In oth- 
er words, the rate is $1 a hundred 
pounds, whether the lemons be des- 
tined for Denver, Kansas City, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, New York or Bos- 
ton, a 

This rate was prescribed by the in- 
terstate commerce commission last 
June, and it Was assailed in the circuit 
court on the grounds that it is a dis- 
criminatory.and inequitable rate, and 
that it makes the railroads carry the 
lemons 3,500 miles at the same rate as 
for 1,000 or 1,500 miles. 

In the opinion of the circuit judges, 
the enforcement of the rate should be 
enjoined until the validity can be care- 
fully considered and determined.

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INEXCUSABLE NEGLECT OF GEORGIA HISTORY. 


Just how aggravated is our neglect of historical data, no less 
|than vital statistics, is shown by the experience of A. B. Cald- 
well, who has in charge for Georgia the task of compiling the 
library, “Men of Mark in Georgia.” : 

Mr. Caldwell’s work takes him, of course, over the entire 
range of Georgia history, from the days of Oglethorpe up to the 
present time. 

It would be natural to anticipate difficulty in securing au- 
thentic material for the lives and deeds of men who figured in 
the pre-revolutionary and the revolutionary epochs of the state’s 
chronicles, 

But Mr. Caldwell’s testimony is that he met the greatest ob- 
stacles in gaining light on the civil war era, and that immediate- 
ly following. | 

Several of the Georgians who had risen to the rank of general 
in that monitentous contest offered the hardest subjects for re- 
search. Data concerning their origin and those incidents bearing 
upon men’s development so essential to the ends of accurate his- 
tory were wholly lacking. Where it existed, in their cases and 
those of other important personages to go into the library, it was 
unsystematic, undigested and difficult of consecutive analysis. 

It is true that we have been preoccupied with the tasks of 
reconstruction. and rehabilitation following the civil war. 

But even their exacting dimensions ts small excuse for neg- 
lect in recording historical facts before time or the disappearance 
of witnesses shall render an accurate chronicle impossible. 

And the neglect of data about individuals distinguished in the 
state’s history is only one count in the indictment, so far as Geor- 
gia is itself concerned.

Mr. Martin Abney spent Wednesday 
in Atlanta, and when asked for an ex- 
pression concerning the All-Around- 
the-State Tour, was enthusiastic over 
the successful termination of the trip. 

“Its effect in advancing the cause of 
good roads in Georgia is going to be 
more far-reaching,” said Mr. Abney, 
“than anything ever done in this good 
cause before.

betterment of our state is going to be 
just as great. 

“But I am more than ever convinced 
by my observations on the trip that 
the time has come for the legislature 
to consider the matter of state super- 
vision of the construction of great 
through pikes, north and south, and 
east and west, all over the state. Per- 
haps two-thirds of the distance cover- 
ed by the tourists in south Georgia 
Was over roads that could scarcely be 
bettered. The“other third was over 
roads that could scarcely be traversed. 

Two Striking Examples. 

“And that is going to be the condi- 
tion of the roads of the state—either 
very bad or very good—until laws are 
passed by which the suall counties 
will receive aid from the more for- 
tunate ones. Grady and Berrien are 
good examples of counties which 
Should receive aid from without in 
the betterment of their public high- 
ways. ‘Grady is a new county, has 
gone into debt to construct its county 
buildings, and in addition is sparsely 
settled. It will be years before it will 
be able to spend the amount of money 
on its roads necessary to put them in 
proper shape. Berrien county has 
some money to devote to her road 
work, but when it is considered that 
it has 1,600 miles of public highways, 
it can easily be seen that the care of 
any stich area of public roads is too 
much for any single county to under- 
take by itself. 

“Another great thing that will result 
from this tour,fi’” continued Mr. Abney, 
“is that it will go far toward binding 
north and south Georgia together in 
closer relationship than they now hold. 
We of north Georgia who had never 
been in the section south of Macon be- 
fore, never even dreamed of the vast- 
ness of the empire that lies in south 
Georgia. And it is up to us up here to 
push the development of that part of 
Georgia, for our section is the gate- 
way to the north, and north Georgia 
will profit more by the advancement 
of south Georgia than can at this time 
be realized. 

“Why, we are already getting in- 
quiries up in Athens as a result of the 
publicity obtained from this tour, and 
if The Constitution announced tomor- 
row that another trip would be pulled 
off at once, I would personally guar- 
antee not less than a dozen entries 
from that city within twenty-four 
hours after the announcement.”

Mr. Abney was unusually pleased at 
the general praise meted out by the

“The roads of Clarke county,” said 
Mr. Abney, “are better than those of 
any other county in north Georgia— 
and cost us less than those of any 
in the state. We first tried

A large audience gathered last night 
at the Wesleyan Memorial church to 
hear Eva Booth, daughter of the fa- 
mous founder of the English Army, 
and commander of the Salvation Army 
in America, and seldom has a more 
interesting lecture been delivered in 
the city. 

Commander Booth gave a descrip- 
tion of the social work that is being 
done by the thousands of trained and 
earnest workers throughout the United 
States. It was one of the simplest, 
clearest and yet most eloquent por- 
trayals of the aims and methods of the 
Salvation Army that could possibly 
have been given, but the genuine hu- 
man sympathy and broad charity shin- 
ing in the commander's eyes and light- 
ing her face, and the earnest 
tones of her voice proved irresistibly 
attractive to the audience and fre- 
puent applause greeted the speaker, for 
Commander Booth possesses the gift of 
humor as well as the gift of forcible 
speech. 

In one illustration she aptly express- 

~the main purpose of the Salvation 
Afmy. She said that Thursday she 
saw a horse fall on the streets of At- 
lanta; that instantly eight or ten peo- 
ple were about the fallen animal as- 
sisting to put him on his feet again. 
“They did not stop to question whether 
or not it was the horse’s fault; wheth- 
er or not he fell because he was too 
lazy to stand; whether or not his sur- 
roundings caused him to fall. Their 
instant and only idea was to put him 
on his feet again. 

“That is the way we help men. When 


a man is down, We say, ‘Put him on | 


his feet.” Then we inquire into the 
causes of his fall. If it be his sur- 
roundings that drag him down, we re- 
move him from his environment. If it 
be his inherited tendencies, we help 
him to overcome them. If it be his 
sins, we can show him a Mighty Pow- 
er that can obliterate all sin. But 
first we all lend a helping hand to put 
him on his feet.” 

The commander was introduced by 
the Rev. John E. White, who gave the 
highest praise to the work which is 
being accomplished through the untir- 
ing agency of the great peaceful Army, 
who are fighting against sin, and 
crime, and poverty. 

Miss Booth touched upon the rescue 
work for fallen women, the methods 
of prevention, the rescue work for 
little children, the walfs of the street, 
the anti-suicidal work which the Army 
does, of the employment homes, of 
many and various lines by which men 
and women are endeavoring to lift and 
perfect the great mass of mankind. 

The meeting was interesting from 
start to finish. The program opened 
with excellent music by the Wesley 
Memorial orchestra, prayer by the Rev. 
William Dunbar, a solo by Brigadier 
Thomas Stanyon and a few genera! 
remarks by Lieutenant Holz preceding 
Commander Booth’s address.

Beating a hasty retreat, the three 
men disappeared through the doorway 
and fled down North avenue toward 
Peachtree street. Landers picked up 
his revolver from under the counter, 
but was able to fire only once. He 
tried to follow and fell in the doorway 
of the saloon. 

Landers was taken to the Grady hos- 
pital after considerable delay in get- 
ting out an ambulance. He was con- 
scious when he left the saloon, but it 
is feared that he will die from his 
wounds. 

At the time of the shooting Landers 
was the only person in the saloon, 
which is located opposite the railroad 
yards and signal tower. He was stand- 
ing behind the counter when the three 
men, each with a pistol in hand, walk- 
ed in. 

“Throw up your hands!” they cried. 

Landers did not obey. but made a 
move toward his revolver under the 
counter. As he did so the bandits 
opened fire. As they shot, all three 
backed toward the doorway, and Land- 
ers, although nearly faint from his 
wounds, attempted to follow. As the 
last man backed out the door he fired, 
It is thought that this shot took ef- 
fect, as a man who saw the three run- 
ning down North avenue states that he 
saw one of them holding his side as if 
wounded.

Landers, whiie waiting for the am- 
bulance, was able to tell the police 
the story of the shooting, and gave a 
clear description of the assailants. He 
Said he could identify all three if he 
Saw them again. 

Ambulance Is Delayed. 

The ambulance from the Grady hos- 
broke down rushing out 
Marietta street, and a second one had 
to be called. This delay of 
nearly an hour Landers 
surgical attention. 

R. H. West, Jr., of West North 
avenue, who alighted from a trolley 
at the North avenue corner a few min- 
utes before the shooting, saw the three 
men from the rear platform of the 
car as they were approaching the sa- 
loon, a block up the street, and as he 
reached the front door of his home he 
heard six shots ring out.

[STOCKS START AGAIN 


ON UPWARD MOVEMENT 


rations Centered in United 
tates Steel, Union 
Reading--Money Market. 


New York, October 27.—The resump- 
tion of operations for the advance in 
prices of stocks today was credited to 
the same speculative forces that were 
ective in its inception. The prestige 
of this supposed leadership hag an im- 
posing effect on the rank and file of 
professional tradors in stocks, and they 
were inclined to follow the movement. 
Their operations centered in United 
States Steel, Union Pacific and Read- 
ing, with a notable supplement in 
American Smelting. There were some 
striking pricé movements in other 
stocks, but they were on a volume’ of 
dealings that was not important 
United States Steel made a new high 
level for the movement at 80, but the 
staggering burden of realizing sales at 
that price caused a reaction whica 
made the closing irregular. 

The more cheerful speculative senti- 
ment had its incentive in the retentioa 
of the Bank of England discount rate 
at 5 per cent. The upward course of 
foreign money markets, and the heavy 
demands confronting them in connec- 
tion with the November settlements, 
had aroused some apprehension that 
the rate would be raised again this 
week. That it was not is attributed 
to the intervention of the Bank of 
France by purchasing three months’ 
discount bills from the London mar- 
ket and advancing gold to the Bunk of 
England to tide over the present strain. 
The effect was perceptible also in ths 
foreign exchange market in New York, 
rates declining ang widening the mar 
gin which divides exchange from the 
price cf prefit or engagements of gold 
for London account here. Tha 
speculation was quick to take 
advantage of the implied relief for 
the New York money market from 
threatened requisition from foreign 
sources for gold. The evidence of cali 
money, being in just supply, was cited 
at the stock exchange as proof of 
safety for speculative requirements. 

Bankers were not wholly in agree- 
ment with this view. The London 
money position is regaréing as hold- 
ing possibilities of strain during the 
remainder of the year. An engage- 
ment of $500,000 in gold at the sub- 
treasury for shipment to Canada was 
attributed to crop-moving requirements 
in that quarter and pointed to podasible 
extension of that movement. It is 
parallel to the continued necessities of 
the domestic interior which is callir.z 
for heavy shipments by express. This 
demand is also a factor in the drafis 
cn New York balances of interior 
banks for payments to the government 
which have raised the week’s with- 
drawals of cash from the banks to the 
subtreasury to a total of $5,482,000. 

Besides the Bank of England’s ac- 
tion, the Union Pacific ’s annual report 
and the increase in the’ Consolidated 
Gas dividend rate were supplementary 
influences on the rise in prices. The 
disclosure in the Union Pacific report 
of the sale of its Atchison holdings 
was regarded as strengthening the 
company’s contention of non-contrel of 
competing lines. The corresponding 
increase in New Yor'; Central and Chi- 
cago and Northwestern holdings was a 
strengthening influence of these 
stocks. Union Pacific was affected by 
over divideng requirements of 
year’s earnings. The increase in the 
Consolidated Gas dividend gave in- 
crease confidence in other various in- 
disbursements which have 
been the subject of rumors.

A PROCLAMATION—By His Excellency, Joseps 

M. Brown, Governor. 

Whereas, in pursuance of the proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution of this State, as se 
forth in the following named Acta, to-wit: 

An Act to the General Assembly approved August 
16, 1909, providing for an amendment to par. 1, sec 
7, art. 7, of the Constitution of the State of Georgia, 
so as to allow the City of Augusta to increase its 
bonded indebtedness. Also an Act to the General As- 
sembly approved August 4, 1910, providing fo 
the amendment to par. 3, sec. 6, art. 7, of the 
Constitution of the State of Georgia, relating to 
instructing chiléren tn. the elementary branches 
of an English educacion only, and am Act of the 
General Assembly approved August 6, 1910, pro- 
viding for the amendment of par. 1, sec. 13, art. 
6, of the Constitution of Georgia, providing fo 
the payment of supplement salary from the County 
Treasuries of Chatham, Fultom and Richmond 
counties to the Judges of the Superior Courts of 
the circuits to which said counties belong end 
to the Judge of the Stone Mountain Circult, an 
Executive Proclamation was issued as provided 
in said Acts, submitting said proposed amend- 
ments for ratification or rejection to the legal 
voters of this State, at the general election held 
on Wednesday, October 5, 1910, and 

Whereas, it is certified to this Department by 
the Honorable Secretary of State, that the returns 
of said election as to said amendments show the 
foliowing result: 

On Act approved August 16, 1009, above re- 
ferred to, there were cast for the ratification of 
amendment 38,324 votes; against ratification 14. - 
927. 

On Act approved August 4, 1910, above re- 
ferred to, there was cast for the ratification of 
amendment 33,552 votes; against ratification 17, - 
048. 

On Act approved August 6, 1910, there were 
cast for the ratification of amendment 32,784; 
agaiust ratification 16,775. 

Therefore, I, Joseph M. Brown, Governor of 
said State, do issue this my Proclamation, declar- 
ing that proposed amendments having received « 
majority of the votes cast at said election, have 
been ratified, and now forms e@ part of the Con- 
stitution of Georgia.
